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American Money Its Building Up Winnepeg. 
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(Copyright, 1906, by Frank G, Carpenter.) 
INNIPEG, Pebruary 20.—(Specia] 
Correspondence.)—Are we to 
have an Americanized Canada 

in the British northwest? 
| Will these vast territories now settling 
Bome time be a part of. the United 

tates? 

Or will they, as they grow, rise in their 
might and make a like, up-to-date Canada 
of their own? 

They are now the tail of the dominion. 
Will the tail not wax fat, like that of an 
angry cat, and wag the body at the other 
end? ' 

Shall John Bull, that great grown-up 
golden calf, have the worship of the mil- 
lions to come as he has had that of the 
eastern Canadians, in the past: or will 
the latter also unite with these new men 
of the west to cast him down from nig 
altar on this North American continent, 
and install there the Goddess of Liberty 
instead? 

These are some of the questions which 
are slumbering here in this fast growing 
country above our international boun- 
dary. 

An Americanized Canada. 


As for me, I have no doubt but that 
western Canada will eventually be Ameri- 
can. It has already 150,000 of our citi- 
zens who are old enodgh to vote and 
there are some thousands more -who are 
very close- to 18 years of age EKigltty 
thousand new United States citizens are 
expected to settle In the Wheat belt dur- 
ing the coming year, and American in- 
fluence is everywhere growing. The popu- 
lation of ‘western Canada, including Mani- 
toba, is probably now just about one 
million, so that these Americans if they 
become naturalized will more than hold 
the balance of power. They are, more- 
over, the live element of the Canadian 
west, that whigh is bound to control 
things and do things. 


Indeed, our institutions are in many re- | 


Spects the ideals of the Canadians. 
Nothing succeeds like success. We have 
taken a raw country and made a great 
nation. Canada hopes to-do the same. 
The people here believe in the American 
tariff and in American business methods. 
The opening up of this new country is 
largely due to our citizens, and the other 
immigrants who are coming in look up 
to and model their ways after them. As 
it is now one-third of the new settlers are 
composed of slow-acting eastern Cana- 
dians who lack initiative and push A 
second third is made up of Europeans 
Who are largely ignorant and must be 
educated+and assimilated before they 
will make good’ farmers or citizens, while 
the Iast third is composed of bustling, 
enérgetic, pushing sons of the United 
States, the most of whom have come 
here with money in their pockets and 
constitute the cream of*the country: The 
native-born western Canadian is as like 
his American brother as one pea ts like 
another, so that the native westerners 
and new Americans will work together. 
[Both are united. in their desire to build 
wp a new country and both care so lit- 
tle for the old that they will smash 
the images af the slightest provocation, 
If it pays them to stay with eastern 
Canada they will do so, If it seems ad- 
visable to separate and have an inde- 
pendent west they will do that, and if

Eastern Canada vs. Western Canada. 

It is doubtful whether eastern and 
western Canada can pull together. The 
controlling political influence in tae east 
is French. The premier, Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, is a Frenchman, the party now 
ruling is bossed by the French and the 
French hold the balance of power in the 
federal legislature. The west is Anglo- 
Saxon and the French are comparatively 
few. . 

Tne French-Canadian wants no change 
He loves Canada as an annex to Great 
Britain, and he would fight for it as 
such. He jooks upon the Anglo-Saxon 
almost as a foreigner and prides himself 
as being the real Canadian who ante- 
dated him and is indigenous to the soil. 
His element is not confined, as some 
Suppose, to Quebec. There are French 
in every eastern province. Seventy per 
cent of the citizens of Montreal are of 
French descent, there is a large Frenca 
element in Toronto and in every town 
east of the great lakes. The 
newspaper in Canada is French, 
there are towns in Quebec and Ontario 
where French is better understood than 
English. 

The Manufacturers and the Farmers.

The emperor appoints the governors of 
the various states, and these need not 
be selectted from the states over which 
they preside. The emperor has the right 
to convoke and prorogue the diet and 
to dissolve tne house of representatives; 
he also has the right to issue urgency 
ordinances when the diet is not in ses- 
sion, the same to be submitted for ap- 
proval to the next session. 

Bill of Rights. 

The constitution contains a _ Dill of 
rights. Among other rights the Japa- 
nese subjects shall enjoy freedom o! 
religious belief ‘‘within jimits not prej- 
udicial to peace and order and not an- 
tagonistic to their duties as, subjects;” 
and ‘‘within the limits of the law’’ they 
shall enjoy ‘the liberty of speech, writ- 
ing, publication, public meeting and 4s- 
sociation.” (After the Tokio riots which 
followed the anmouncement of the treaty 
with Russia an urgency ordinance was 
issued reStraining the press and certain 
newspapers were suspended under tais 
ordinance, but it is probable that this 
ungency ordinance will be vigorously 
discussed at the coming session of the 
diet.) 

The emperor is assisted in the discharge 
of his executive duties by a prime min- 
ister and nine department ministers; be- 
sides these he has the advice of a privy 
council, composed of elder statesmen, of 
which Marqe Ito is now the president. 

Bach state has what corresponds to our 
jegislature, and each city has a council. 
Both of these bodies are elective, and to 
the city council is extr 
ef the maycr. 

They have a judiciay/ federal and local, 
ag@ointed for life, Wut no jury system. 
Among the laws is one forbidding aliens 
to own property, although thissg, avoided 
to some extent by long-time leases. There 
is also a law by which a debt descends 
with the property to the oldest son, even 
though the debt may exceed the prop- 
erty. 

Through the courtesy of Hon. N. W- 
McIvor, former conSul general at Yoko- 
hama, and now engaged in the practice of 
international law, I had an opportunity to 
meet a number of governors’and con- 
gressmen and found them, as a rule, an 
intelligent and accomplished body of men, 
many of them having finished their edu- 
cation abroa@. Their most famous minis- 
ter of finance, Count Matsukata, bore 
some resemblance to J. Pierpont Morgan. 

They Have Politics in Japan. 

They have politics in Japan, The prom- 
ise of a constituttion seems to have been 
given by the emperor before there was 
any general agitation for it, but as about 
twenty-one years elapsed between the 
making of the promise and the realiza- 
tion of the hopes excited by it, there was 
a period of discussion. As early as |1874 
several of the ministers joined in a peti- 
tion asking for the promulgation of the 
promised constitution, Their memoria! 
being disregarded, they resigned their of- 
fices and became the founders of a demo- 
cratic pariy. They call themselves lib- 
erals, and their efforts resultgd in an im- 
perial rescript issued in |881, fixing 1889 
as the date for the beginning of consti- 
tutional government. Marquis Ito is now 
the leader of the liberal party, which had 
130 members in the house of representa- 
tives in 1904. 

In 1882 Count Okuma organized the 
progressive party, which had last year a 
membership of ninety in the house of rep- 
resentatives. This is known as the party 
of the opposition, Marquis Ito’s party be- 
ing the power behind the throne. ‘There 
is not as much difference in these parties 
as between the platforms of the two 
leading parties of our country, but of the 
two Count Okuma’s party is the more 
radical}, The count himself fs a born 
leader, and exerts a large influence upon 
the politics of his counry. When premier 
some yeaa®@ ago he lost a leg by the ex- 
plosion of a bomb, thrown with murder- 
ous intept by a political opponent, but it 
did not diminish his zeal in the prosecu- 
tion of reforms. The fact that there were 
in the last diet 130 who styled themselves 
independents shows that there is a con- 
siderable body to which the opposition 
party can appeal when the minister makes 
an unpopular mova, 

Besides the party organizations, there 
are @& number of societies formed for 
the study of political questions. There 
are economic associations in «a number 
of the cities composed of the leading 
romans Ena Professional men. TI met 
ors Of these societies at Tokio. 
Osaka and Nagoya, and was impressed 
with the attention that they are giving 
to economic problems, They have in 
Tokio another organization called the 
Political Economy Association which 
deals more directly with matters of 
government. The society forme@ by the 
men who were educated in «America 
known as the Friends of America (Baron 
Kaneko is one of the leading members) 
takes a deep interest in all matters 
relating to government and _ political 
economy. 

The leading political question in Japan 
today, in so far as it affects domestic 
affairs, is whether the cabinet shall be 
selected by the emperor regardless of 
the prevailing sentiment in the house 
or be made to conform to the will of 
the people through their 
representatives. present, the emper- 
or’s councilors chosen at own 
discretion, and states of Satsuma 
and Choshu have had a controlling in- 
fluence in the selection of: the emper- 
or’s advisers.

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BRITISH LABOR AND CAPITAL NEAR WAR; 
BATTLE WILL BE FOUGHT IN PARLIAMENT

ONDON, February 24.—Labor has 
thrown down the gtuntiet to cap- 
ital in England. Political leaders 

who are anything but alarmists admit 
that a fierce struggle is about-to be in- 
augurated in the house of commons—a 
fight of vested interests and private 
ownership of every description against 
communism and public control. 

On the one side are the great landed 
monopolies, holding between them Iit- 
erally millions of acres of English soil: 
the great wailway systems. controlling 
millions of dollars, and ramifying 
through every section of the country; 
the owners of the coal mines, the canals, 
water and gas companies—in fact, every 
source of wealth tn the hands of private 
individuals. As England is one of the 
richest countries in the world, practl- 
cally untold wealth will exert its utter- 
most power to preserve its existence. 

On the other side are the forces of 
labor, lined up and generalled as they 
never have been before, perhaps, in the 
history of the world. Backed by mil- 
lions of the working classes, represent- 
ing the trades unions throughout the 
country, and led by skilled parliamen*s- 
riang, controlling. at the same time, suf- 
ficient monetary power to enable them 
to fight without feeling the exigencies 
of want—suchas would be their fate in 
strikes and “lock outs’’—the forces of 
labor are not to be ignored. 

Investors Look to Lords. 

The new liberal government has al- 
ready committed itself to several of tho 
inyportant planks of the labor platform— 
as, for instance, the taxation of land 
values; and other as revolutionary meas- 
ures will be brought before the house of 
commons as soon as the opportunity 
presents itself. 

Investors are naturally looking to the 
house of lords to checkmate the great 
measures which may be passed by the 
liberal and labor parties combined. 
Whether the house of lords will go down 
under the strain of the incessant bom- 
bardment to which it will be subjected 
remains to be seen. 

In order to give an authoritative fore- 
east of the labor programme in the next 
parliamént, the writer recently obtained 
the views of the most prominent leaders 
among the movement—such as Keir Har- 
die, Philip Snowden—the ‘‘Robesplerre of 
the labor revolution,’ as some have eall- 
ed him-—J. Ramsey MacDonald, organ.- 
zer of the forces of labor, and others. 

The life stories of most of these men 
like pages from a sensational ro-

labor who will sit in the new parlia- 
ment all but half:a dozen were horny- 
handed and. hard-fisted sons of toil.

CITIES PROVIDE 
FOR EVERYGODY 


Municipal Socialism on In- 
crease in Great Britain, 


It Seems That the Cities Are Bent 
on Acting the Part of Universal 
Providers—The Amazing 
Record of Municipal 
Activities. 


Special Cable. 

London, February 24.—British munfe 
ipal authorities have evidently deter 
mined to act tae part of universal pro- 
The new edition of the “‘Muntl- 


ord of their activities. 

In many instances the local authorities 
are now the largest employers of labor. 
Thus the London county council, in one 
department alone, employs not far shori 
of 4,000 men 

The scope of the activity of the bor- 
oughs is amazing. Merthyr Tyé@fil not 
only manages a municipal farm, but re- 
ports that “‘a good profit is earned eaca 
year.”” Brighton and Chester both own 
race courses, to the benefit of the rates. 
One borough does a good trade in muni- 
cipal fish manure. 

Lincoly proudly boasts that it is part 
owner Of a lunatic asylum. Colchester 
disposes of over a million and a half 
oysters a year from its municipa) fishing 
beds. iKngston-on-Thames, the ancient 
borouga, is willing to instruct school 
children in swimming at a penny a lex 
son. Hull owns a large share of a 
railway. Several boroughs boast of 
their municipa}! Turkish baths. 

The up-to-date workman today lives in 
a municipal house, lit by the penny-in- 
the-slot municipal electric supply. His 
wife cooks her meals on municipal gas, 
and makes her tea with municipal wa- 
ter. Tne baby is reared on municipal 
sterilized milk, and nursed in a muni- 
cipal creche. The children go to a muni- 
cipal school. The father rides to his 
municipal employment in a municipal] 
electric car. He spends his Saturdays 
on &@ municipal race course and has his 
weekly swim in 2 municipa] bath: the 
wife at the same time doing ‘er weekly 
laundry in the municipal wash house. 
When they die, they are buried in a 
municipal cemetery. 

Does all this municipal activity pay? 
An analysis of the figures shows a re- 
markable variation of cost for the same 
work in different boroughs. London 
loses heavily by its council] lodging 


houses; Glasgow. with jower rates, 
makes them yield a reasonable return. 
Manchester pays over $50,000 a year |

for depreciation. Oldham. despite the 
fact that it allows nothing for deprecia 
tion, shows a loss of over £4,000. 


London comes out badly in comparison:

The estimated 
trading’”’ bajance shéet of the county 
council for the coming year reveals a 
loss of about £63,000. The Thames 
steamboats are largely accountable for 
this. Much of the housing policy. of the 
county council has been, to say the 
least, unfortunate. The total loss for 
the past year on the building schemes of 
the council i® given as £14,566..

MEN WHO MADE ATLANTA 


Dr. James F. Alexander, for Fifty Years, One of 
Atlanta’s Leading Physicians--Aided in Estab- 
lishing Atlanta College of Physicians 
and Surgeons.

N the 8th of November, 1848, 
I first became acquainted with | 


C) Dr. James F. 


then of Lawrenceville, Ga. 
acquaintance materialized into a life 
long oe ae. We met at Augusta, Ga. 
as students of the medical department of 
the University: of Georgia. He was in the 
graduating class and I in the first class. 
Congeniality of dispositions often threw 
us together and we learned to appreciate 
each® other as friends. He was a boon 
companion, strictly honorable’ in all 
things; a close student and fully realized 
the duties his profession would impose 
upon him. He assiduously sought on #ll 
occasions to fully prepare himself to 
meet these demands. But, like many boys 
of his day, he was full of fun and frolic. 

He was always neat and genteel in ap- 
pearance and kept dressed in the fashion 
of the day. Which meant. very different 
in appearance from that which the beau 
of the present day presents. 
scription of such a suit as 
wore at that time will show this differ- 
ence, A gentleman's dress coat consisted 
of very fine broadcloth, usually of green 
blue or olive color, with high velvet coat 
collar and cuffs, trimmed with a double 
row of large brass buttons in front, tae 
vest and pants never cof the same mate- 
rial of the coat, generally consisting of 
a light buff color. The latter well fasten- 
ed down with leather straps under ‘he 
boot. At that time the cloth of 
which a gentleman’s suit was made would 
cost from $10 to $15 a yard and was 
made by the tailor whose: bill worl] 
nange from $10 to $20 per coat. A gen- 
tleman woulq not condescend to buy a 
ready made suit. That was termed a 
No gentleman would be caught 
in such a garb. 

Dr. Alexander Means, one of the gran4- 
est and greatest men the world ever tro- 
d iced, was professor of chemistry. At 
that time he was the most scientific man 
the south, far ahead of his day. In téleg- 
raphy, he was at least 30 vears ahead of 
Edison. In his lecture room that winter 
he was heard to say that he would not 
live to see it, but there were young mén 
under the sound of his voice who would 
see the time when friends in Avgusta, 
(Atlanta ag that time was a mere villag>) 
would recognize the sound of a friend’s 
voice in New York and converse with him 
by the means of electricity, would see 
horseless carriages running up and down 
the street, steam supplanted by electricity 
on the railroads and towns lighted by 
the same agent. A few years ago. when 
a gentleman in Atlanta slapped his chiid 
to make him cry holding him up to the 
receiver in order that his grandfather in 
New York should hear his voice, remind- 
ed Dr. Alexander of Dr. Means’ prophacy 
of 50 years. before. Dr. Alexander sent 
for me and we had a conversation on this 
subject, in which he expressed deep re- 
gret that Dr. Means was not then living 
s0 that he and I «could together go anj 
render our acknowledgments to him that 
when he made this prophecy not only. we, 
but the whole class felt that he was a 
fanatic on the subject and ask his par-

Smallpox in Atlanta. 

In due time Dr. Alexander received his 
degree, taking high rank in his class. Jn 
connection with his old classmate. Dr. 
John C. Calhoun, of Decatur, he «ame to 
Atlanta and established an office, but the 
exhorbitant rent of $6 a month So fright- 
ened Calhoun thiat he went back to Deca- 
tur, leaving Alexander sole occupant, 
About this time a case of smallpox <le- 
veloped in the Atlanta hotel kept by that 
genial old boniface, Dr. Thompson. Ths 
other and older physicians refused to at- 
tend the case, Dr. Alexander was called 
in, who took charge of this and succeed- 
ing cases. Having properly managed 
them this at once introduced the doctor 
into a good practice, which kept on grow- 
ing as the city grew placing him for a 
long time at the head of his profession in 
upper Georgia. 

It was hinted that the doctor 
of smallpox preferring to having 
that sort of patient to none other. In the 
behalf of my old friend of 50 years stand- 
ing, | enter a protest against such an jn- 
sinuation. Dr. Alexander was‘a physician 
n the fullest sense of the word. He loved 
his profession. He loved even, depart- 
; ment in it. And from a natural innate 
fondness for the practice of his profes- 
sion in any form, and willing to assume 
ally responsibilities. he. entered into the

It was my lot during the war and 
for many years thereafter to be intimate- 
ly associated with hfm In several epidem- 
ics of this disease in and around Atlan- 
and I truly was delighted to see with 
| what eagerness ke entered into sucn 
| practice. Even when president of th: 


| board of health for several years before 
| his death, 


it. was his habit to visit cases 
of smallpox in and around the city, seem- 
ingly from an innate fondness for it. 
Dr. Alexander entered the profession 
just at a time when there was very 
strong prejudice in the minds of the 
laity. against vaccination. The school 
from which he had just graduated, In 
this as ‘well as all other medical mat- 
ters, had taken advanced grounds and 
impressed upon the minds 
of all their students of the importance 
vaccination, not only as a great mod- 
ravages of smallpox, but a 
preventative. So Dr. Alexander in these 
cases had a fine field to operate in. He 
did so to the very fullest extent, meet- 
in many instances strong opposition. 


Insisted on Vaccination. 


jut being thoroughly convinced of the 
importance his mission, his ardent 
nature allowed him to know no such 
word as defeat... He never grounded his 
arms till he had the town most thor- 
oughly vaccinated. This, with him had 
become a pet theory, and often in after 
years during smallpox epidemics he has 
been Known, when in charge of affairs, 
to order a subordinate to carry a police- 
man on his rounds when vaccinating in 
differet portions of the city, where there 
was much opposition shown to vaccina- 
tion. It is true there was no law en- 
forced, @ither state of municipal, that 
compelled any one tobe vaccinated. But 
the sight of the blue coat and brass 
buttons most generally caused all oppo- 
sition to yield, and thus the doctor car- 
ried his point, In aS many as three 
epidemics I myself have been attended 
by a policeman under the dottor’s orders 
on such occasions, and can testify to the 
efficacy to bring about submission ac- 
cording to his plans, 

Dr. Alexander was in the active prac- 
tice of his profession in this place for 
When he first came 
in the early part of 1849, 
the place was small and the practice 
very heavy and very undesirable, the 
greater portion of it was pauper practice. 
The doctor loved his profession to that 
extent that for the first thirty years of 
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DR. JAMES F. ALEXANDER. 

The Amount of His Benefactions 
to the Sick Among the Poor and 
Needy During Fifty Years’ 
Practice Was a Handsome One. 
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his practice he was never known to de- 
cline to visit a patient, rich or poor. 
The good wife of one of the first mis- 
sionaries sent to this place most cheer- 
fully stated that in all her experience 
that she never witnessed a man more 
charitably minded than was Dr. Alexander 
To the poor he not only gave freely his 
time and practice, but she has often 
known him to give them the money to 
buy the medicine with, and also to buy 
the actual necessities of life for the pa- 
tient. At thmes she has known him to 
part with a part of his apparel for their 
comfort. Also he made no difference 
‘between the poor and the rich, gave each 
the same attention, zeal and respect. 

It is safe to say that in his practice 
of a half century that {n pauper ‘prac- 
itice and giving away medicines and 
money to procure necessities for his pa- 
tients, that his benefactions aggregated 
near $75,000. In this connection it must 
be remembered that Atlanta had neither 
infirmary or hospital, or any other insti- 
tution where the poor could be sent to 
for treatment. Neither had she for 
many years a city or ward physician, 
not a pauper farm to send the depend- 
ents to. So that the doctor doing a 
general practice and endowed with such 
nobility of character that Dr. Alexander 
had, was forced to very very heavy bur- 
dens in treating the pauper patients of 
the city. 

Aided in Founding Medical College. 

In its incipiency Dr, Alexander was a 
firm advocate and strong supporter of 
the Atlanta Medical college. This was 
in the years 1854-55-56. He was a 
friend to the enterprise when it needed 
friends. For several years it was appa- 
rent that all of the medical colleges of 
the south, especially Augusta, Savannah, 
Charleston and New Orleans. did their 
utmost to suppress the bantling, but 
the doctor stood to it like a friend. The 
heavy duties, however, of his private 
practice taxed his time and attention to 
Such an extent that he could not ac- 
cept a professorship in the college. The 
minutes of the city council in Atlanta 
show that on April 6. 1855, “the use of 
the superior court room in the city hall 
was granted to Drs. Westmoreland_ and 
Alexander for ‘medical lectures.’’ I*rom 
that humble beginning, aided by such 
men as the Westmorelands and Alex- 
ander, has grown the present grand and 
great College of Physicians and o5ur- 
geons of Atlanta, today the leading 
school of the south. 

Often very unexpectedly history repeats 
itself. Every person who has kept up 
with the derivation of family names 
knows that.the name of Alexander is 
of Greek origin. It comes down as a 
precious souvenir, hallowed by the as- 
sociutions of twenty centuries, and means 
the aider or benefactor of mankind. It 
comes from Alexo, to aid or help, and 
Aner, a man, 

At this day I am proud to be able to 
add this tribute to the memory of Dr. 
Alexander, that no man on record is 
more fitly entitled to ‘the title of hene- 
factor of man than is he. ‘In this re- 
Spect his character is grand, noble. 


Refused Political Honors. 


Dr. Alexander was never an aspirant 
for political office. Had he been, he 
could have gotten anything in the gift of 
his people. He was always an ardent 
democrat from principle and voted Strict- 
ly with his party. He was a strong 
States right man, and when Strained re- 
lations between the north and the south 
began to assume form, he was quick to 
espouse the southern banner. He was a 
firm believer in secession, and from the 
very beginning espoused the cause. He 
was with the very first meeting of the 
people in Atlanta to organize a body of 
Minute Men Association, who openly 
passed resolutions asserting “The right 
of a state to secede from the union, 
and that in the event of an abolition 
president being elected, allegiance to the 
State was paramount (to ailegiance to the 
federal government.” 

At a subsequent meeting, the associa. 
tion resolved: 

“That we stand ready to second anv 
action that the sovereign state of Geor- 
gia may take in asserting her independ- 
ence by separate state action, or in uni- 
son wh Mer sister states of the south 
in forming a southern confederacy.” 

So far as history goeg this is the first 
time the term “southern confederacy” 
is known to have been mentioned as a 
confederacy of states. 

At the ensuing election that fall, 
dered by the legislature of Georgia, Dr. 
Alexandeg was elected delegate to rep- 
rsent Fulton county. He bo:dly asserted 
these principles, which is confirmed by 
his vote in this convention on the duty 
and right of Georgia to secede from the 
union. 

This was the first and only

Alexander ever held py the gift of the 
people. After Georgia seceded, and the 
conflict came on between the states, Dr. 
Alexander, in various capacities, did his 
full duty in behalf of the “lost cause.” 

He was very proud of his ancestry, 
nothing delighted him more than to feel 
that he was close kin to the Alexanders 
of Mechlinburg county, North Carolina, 
who, with other patriots, declared in con- 
vention assembled at Charlotte, on May 
19, 1775: 

“That whosoever directly or indirectly 
abets or in any form or manner coun- 
tenances the invasion of our rights as 
attempted by the parliament of Great 
Briton is an enemy to his country, to | 
America and to the rights of. mankind. | 


‘Resolved, That we dissolve the polit- 
ical] bands which have connected us with | 
our mother country, and we hereby | 
declare ourselves a free and independent 
people.” 

This was done in convention something 
over a@ year before the Declaration of 
Independence was declared in the year 
1776. 

Dr. Alexander was the second member 
to record his vote on the measure that 
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carried Georgia out of the union. 
Medical Society Formed. 

In the spring of 1849, he helped to or- 
Society of Georgia. 
He had just graduated, and was the 
youngest of the seventy-eight doctors 
who came to Macon for that purpose. 
This body in after years resolved itself 
into the Medical Associstion of Georgia, 
and it now numbers its hundreds. He 
was @ member of this institution for 
over fifty vears, filling at different. times 
the positions of "secretary, treasurer, cen- 
sor, vice president wert president, 

At its semi-centennial, which was held 
again in Macon, the speaker, Dr. Vir- 
gi} O. Hardin, renvarked: 

: “The occasion which ‘brings us here to- 
day 1s a historic one. Fifty years ago, 
near the spot where we are now 4aSs- 
sembled, a little handful of men met and 
laid the foundation of that grand super- 
structure which constitutes today the 
Medical Association. of Georgia. Inspired 
by thelr enthusiasm for the science of 
medicine, animated by the desire to ex- 
tend more. widely the benefits of the 
science to suffering humanity, . they 
planted. the seed, which, like the mus- 
tard seed of the Scripture, has grown 
to a tree of such noble proportions 
that. in its branches the fowls of the 
air may bufid their nests. A small rem- 
nant of that little pand is with us here 
and we accord to them ail of the 
all the affections, all the rev- 
erence which a faithful child should feel 
toward a living father. God grant that 
they may long be with us to inspire us 
with the memory of their good de eds. 
that we may prove ourselves the worthy 
successors of such noble men. 

At that time, there were living only 
a few of the original members. Among 
these was Dr. Alexander. Each one was 
introduced to the association in appro- 
priate verse. 

Introducing Dr. Alexander, he said:

Though 
death came ta him at the ripe old age of 
77, it found him in the full possession of 
his mental faculties, enjoying the highest 
esteem and fullest confidence of his fel- 
low citizens, He will surely De missed 
in the community which he has graced 
so long by his presence, ang which he 
served so faithfully in the various duties 
of citizenship, as well as in the practice 
of his profession.’’ His funeral services 
were largely attended. A large delega- 
tion of the medical fraternity acted as an 
escort. There was also an escort from 
the Pioneer Citizens’ Society, of which 
he was a member. Nine of his most in- 
timate medical friends acted as pallbear- 
ers.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, Febfuary 24.—The New 
York Financier says this week: 

“The feature of last week’s bank 
statement, as was the case in tue pre- 
vious week, was a marked disagreement 
between the estimated and the officially 
reported changes {n the cash _ items. 
last week, some of the estimates indi- 
cated that there would be a smal] loss 
While others seemed to show -a gain ‘in+ 
cash. The official statement reported a 
less Of $2,241,800. The discrepancy may 
De accounted for by the fact that Lhe 
estimates took note onlv of the changes 
for the five days ending with Wednes- 
day, while the bank statement included 
the averages for the ban. week em- 
bracing Friday. ‘The average net de- 
posits of all the associdted banks, as 
shown. by last week's statement, de- 
creased $6,334.400, which amount was 
greater by $1.007,800 than the sum of 
the decrease In loan and the loss of 
cash; therefore, the returns failed to 
balance. The. required reserve against 
genera] deposits decreased $1,583,600, de- 
ducting which from the loes of cash, left 
$664,200, as the reduction in surplus re- 
serve to $5,125,725. Computed on the 
basis of deposits, less those of $8,540,- 
600 public funds. the surplus is $7,260.- 
875. Loans decreased $3,078,800, a 
smaller amount than was expected, con- 
sidering the fact that there was much 
Ifquidation of . speculative accounts on 
the stock exchange. The loans were in 
excess of deposits by $7,003,100, against 
$3,747,500 in the previous week. The 
daily average of bank clearings for five 
days of the week was $379,000,000, 
against $386,000,000 in. the week of 
February 17. Clearings on Saturday, 
reflecting Friday’s business, were $36y,- 
586,718.

A new constitution and by-laws dratt- 
ed by President Kavanaugh, was adopt- 
ed. Itisin conformity with the provisions 
for class A leagues under the national 
agreement. The contracts for the new 
ball and for the printing of all tickets 
used on the southern circuit were signed. 
The latter goes to a New Orleans firm. 
“Provision was made for the use by all 
the clubs in the league of a uniform 
pass book.

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Much Important Litigation Is 
Now: Pending 


Fight of Railroads Against Reduced 
Local Rates Will Be a Hard 
Battle—Important Tax Liti- 
gation — The Fight on the 
Sunday Freight Train. 


Georgia is just now involved in more 
important litigation than has been the 
case in years, and all the while it seems 
to be increasing instead of growing less. 

Attorney General John C. Hart’s desk 
and tgble are piled high with law book; 
legal documents relating to the 
varied and numeérous cases in which he 
is called upon to represent the state 
practically unaideqd and against an array 
of the ablest legal talent which the rail- 
roadgs can bring to a defense of thc 
claims. 

In this mass of litigation. which 1s 
now piled upon the state, there are six 
cases of unusual importance and inter- 
est, and there are others of a minor 
nature in addition to which the attorney 
@eneral is called upon to represent the 
state in all capita] mses that are brought 
to the supreme court. 

These leading cases. however, are first 
the injunction suit brought bv the Cen- 
tral, Southern and Atlantic’ Coast Line 
to prevent the enforcement of the oifrct- 
lars recently issued by the state railroad 
commission cutting down their local rates 
in Georgia !0 per cent; the stove rate 
case.in which the railroads are seeking 
to ah join the railroad commission from 
enforcing a reduction of about 35 per 
cent in the rates on stoves; the Georgia 
railroad and Central of Georgia tax 
eases, in which these roads are endeav- 
oring to prevent the collection of taxes 
on $3,000,000 of the capital stock of the 
Railway of Alabama. half of 
which is owned by each;.the injunctiin 
suit brought by the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company to prevent the collec- 
tion of taxes on its holdings of Atlanta 
and West Point debentures; the appeal 
of the Southern railway to the supreme 
coust of the Tnited States, in which it 
is sought to have declared unconstitu- 
tional the Georgia law prohibiting the

The Local Rate Case. 

Perhaps the most important of these 
eases just at present Is that in which the 
Central of Georgia, the Southern and 
the Coast Line are seeking to prevent @ 
decrease in their local freight rates in 
Georgia, recently made by the commis- 
sion through a change in the classifica- 
tion of these lines. These reductions 
were made in circulars 316, 317 and 318, 
which the roads in question recently had 
temporarily enjoined by Judge Don A. 
(Pardee. The reduced rates were tv 
have gone into effect on February 19. 

The railroads affected claim that these 
reductions in their rates will amount to 
a confiscation of their property, in that 
they wil] cut thelr earnings down below 
a Hving basis. The present trates were 
made by the commission back in 1892 
and 1893. when panic conditions pre- 
vailed. and the commission feels that it 
has the authority to take away that 
which it gave, if conditions warrant it. 
The railroads claim that business condi- 
tions: do not warrant these reductions, 
ami that the proposed rates are unrea- 

e and unjust to them. 
Vatare 4s every indication that the hard- 
est sort of a fight is going to be made 
in this case, the railroad commission 
secking to uphold its authority in ame 
ing what it considers just and fate see 
rates, and the railroads endeavoring o 
prevent the loss of any of their revenue. 

This case comes = uD before Judge 
Pardee for hearing here on Thursday, 
mext, March |, and the railroad com 
mission will hold 4 meeting Tuesday 
for the purpose of going over the sit- 
vation with the attormey general and 
mapping out 4 line of procedure. 

Other Litigation. 

The history of the effort of the Geor- 
gia and Centra] of Georgia railroads 
to prevent the collection of taxes on 
their holdings of Western of Alabama 
stock is familiar to the public. Though 
the state supreme court has decided 
that this stock is liable to axation, 
the case is still pending in that court 
for the purpose of securing 4 formal 
@ecree, and as soon as this is done an 
appeal will be taken to the supreme 
court af the United States on the 
grounds that the railroads have been 
denied the equa] protection of the laws 
in’ that they are singled out, while 
other holders of foreign stock are not 
taxed, and further, that effort is being 
made to take their property without 
due process of law, in that they were 
given no opportunity to protest against 
the assessments put upon the stock by 
the comptroller genera’'. 

The sbate’s effort to collect 
the Georgia railroad’s Atlanta and West 
Point. debentures has resulted in a liti- 
gation similar to that in the case of 
the Western of Alabama stock. Wihile 
no tax is collected on the Aglanta and 
West Point stock, it is chimed that 
these debentures are taxabie, 
they were issueq in lieu of 
and represent so much money.

This made the el- 
evator boy lose control of the car, and 
he was unable to stop it. 

According to a statement of some of 
the Injured passengers, the elevator had 
just passed the fifth floor, and it was 
Stopped and was in the act of reas- 
cending when the accident happened. 

It is probable that when the boy re- 
versed hig lever, the sudden pressure 
caused the va'lve to blow out. Nothing 
else wrong could be found with 1.¢ ele- 
vator when it was Inspected bv the su- 
perintendent of the building and two ele- 
vator experts yesterday morning.
